Thirty-nine 
of Sitting Bull’s Indians, who left the 
agency on Monday, have sent in word 
that they will return. General Carr 
has thrown out a cavalry force to in- 
tercept a band now reported moving 
across the reservation to Bad Lands. 
If the force fails to intercept them 
they will be pursued and arrested. 

General Miles says no advance will 
be made until the result of the Pine 
Ridge conference is known.

THE GOUPFE MURDER CASE.’ 


Eyraud to Hang and Bompard 
Imprisoned, | 


Harrington, the Irish Envoy, 
Cordially Received. 


A Memarkabile Murder Case. 
By Cable and Associated Press.] 


Par, Dec, 20.—The trial of Mich- | 
ael Eyraud and Gabrielle Bompard | 
for the murder of Notary Gouffe was 
continued this morning. The proceed- 
ings were opened by the public prose- 
cutor, who summoned up the case on 
behalf of the Government. He de- 
nounced the theories of the Nancy 
School of Hypnotizers, and urged that 
persons who are hypnotized retained 
sufficient will power to resist the oper- 
ator’s will. He said that Professor 
Charcots experiments showed that no 
operator could bring a subject so ab- 
solutely under his control as to force 
him or her to commit a crime; that 
the theories of the Nancy School are 
on a par with fortune telling with | 
cards. If such theories are once ad- 
mitted, personal responsibility will be 
at an end, and the laws on which go- 
ciety depended for protection would 
disappear in anarchy. Both prisoners 
were equally guilty, and the evidence 
showed that everything in the room 
in which the crime was committed 
was prepared for hanging Gouffe, and 
It 
was the jury’s duty to reject the story 
of the woman, who is as culpable as 
her companion, who frankly avowed 
his guilt. He demanded that the ex- 
treme sentence of the law be imposed 
upon Eyraud. In the case of Mlle. 
Bompard, the jury must decide 
whether there were any extenuating 
circumstances in the part she had 
taken [n the crime. 

Eyraud has been condemned to 
death and Bompard was sentenced to 
twenty years at hard labor.

Indiguant Hetel Men. 
By Associated Press. | 


Warervitte (Me.), Dec. 20.—The 
town of Skowhegan,in this State, has 
been excited since Thursday morning 
on account of the closing of every 
hotel, restaurant and lodging house in 
the place. The proprietors of the ho- 
tels and lodging houses were notified 
that they must take out victulers’ li- 
ceose in accordance with the revised 
statutes, which allows municipal offi- 
cers to license as inn-keepers and 
victualers, persons of good moral 
character, under such restrictions and 
regulations as they may deem neces- 
sary. On Thursday they signed an 
agreement to close for one week and 
if not then allowed to open under the 
old conditions, to leave town. Thurs- 
day morning one hotel turned away 
180 guests, and notified them that 
they must seek entertainment else- 
where, and the Coburn and Skowhegan 
house also sent away large numbers. 
At the Coburn House Judge White- 
house, of the Supreme Court, was 
staying with many attorneys and 
witnesses. The judge said if the 
hotels closed he would have to adjourn 
court and go home. A meeting of the 
select men ard prominent business 
men was held at the hotel Coburn 
with the hotel keepers and Judge 
Whitehouse to see what could be 
done to adjust matters. The hotel 
men received an assurance that their 
action was unauthorized, and they 
have agreed to open as before.

Iris figured that the United States 
has a mile of railroad for each 400 ol 
population and each 22 miles of area, 
while the balance of the world has a 
mile for each 7,500 of population and 
237 miles of area. 

THERE are many indications that be- 
fore long the electric light will be the 
only luminant employed on railway 
trains. An important step has been 
taken by the Russian Government, 
which has decided that all the carriages 
on the state railways shall be lighted 
by the electric light in the future. 


KANSAS has more miles of railroad 
than allthe New England States put 
together. She has 1,159 more miles than 
New York, whose population and wealth 
surpass Kansas four to one. She has 
more than the great States of bennsyl- 
vania, Iowa or Texas. Kansas to-day 
has 8,754 miles of railroads. Illinois 
alone surpasses her with 9,000 miles. 
Next comes Iowa with 8,364 miles. Fol- 
lowing heris Pennsylvania with 8,224; 
then comes Texas with 8,210 miles. 


Tne track mileage of street railways 
in the five leading c ities of the United 
States is: New York, 368; Chicago, 365; 
Boston, 329; Brooklyn, 324; Philadel- 
phia, 324. The mileage of different 
motive powers is: For horses, 2,351; 
electric, city, 260; cable, 255; steam, ele- 
vated, fifty-one; surface, 221. Three 
cities have elevated roads: New York, 
thirty-two miles; Brooklyn, twenty-four 
miles, and Kansas City, five miles Bal- 
timore uses nothing but horse power 
motors, and Scranton has none but 
electric roads.

"HE PANTHER’S PREY. 


Vivid Description of a Tragedy in 
the Sunshine. 


Yow the Agile Beast Alighted Upon a 
Sleeping Ind:au's Kreast—A Savage 
Shriek Succeeded by a Short, 
Uneven Struggle. 


Dreaking suddenly through the cedar 
thicket, I stood, writes a Detroit Free 
Press correspondent, on the very edge of 
the cliff—at the top of a ragged wall 
which rose almost four hundred feet 
from the green grass of the valley. From 
my perch I could see for fifty miles to 
the west.

Perhaps it is a wild 
horse, or a steer which has broken from 
the herd over the ridge. I watch and 
walt. 

Good Heavens! A great tawny beast 
glides out of the thicket and stands for 
a moment sniffing the air. It is the 
panther of the mountains—agile, flerce 
and having the strength of the tiger! The 
scent comes down to him on the breeze, 
though I can not feel a breath of air 
stirring. He sniffs to the right, to the 
left; he points straight at the sleeping 
man. Death has marked down a victim. 

Now watch! The beast sinks down to 
the earth, stretches out a paw—pulls 
his body along the grass—shows a sup- 
pleness which even the tiger can not 
display. The first rock is to his left— 
five yards away. He seeks the cover of 
it, and his every motion reminds one of 
a cat. He flattens his body—<¢reeps— 
crawls—reaches the rock and for a 
momentis hidden. Then I see him 
peering from the left hand side. Has 
bis victim moved? No! He still sleeps 
in the warm sunshine, and his lease of 
life is reduced to minutes. 

The panther moves out for the cover 
of the second rock. He is bolder now. 
Hie seems to realize that his victim is 
helpless, He crouches and creeps, lift- 
ing each fore paw slowly and with the 

-reatest care. le does not make a halt 
t more than sixty seconds behind the 
econd rock. He leaves it with a bound 
vhich carries him fifteen feet, and in 
ven seconds he is there. 

1 know what is going to happen and 
have a rifle in my hands, but I make 
no move. I forget forthe time that I 
have the power to. The march of a thou- 
sand men down the valley could not 
draw my eyes away from that sight. 

The panther seems to sink into fhe 
earth behind the stone for a moment. 
Then I see his head rising above it as 
he places his pawson the stone. His 
ears are laid flat, his lip drops down and 
shows his teeth, and I know that his 
eyes are glowing like living coals. It 
is forty feet to the sleeping Indian. 
Will some magnetic influence warn him 
of his peril? Will some unseen signal 
bring his companions back in time? 

No! My heart stands still as the 
head of the panther disappears. It is 
searcely a second before his body rises 
like a great bird leaving the earth, and 
at his second bound he alights full 
upon the sleeper’s breast, with a savage 
shriek. There is a wild yell—a strug- 
gle lasting half a minute, and then I 
see the beast lying across the body 
and tearing at the throat. When sure

INVENTOR AND INVENTIONS. 


Tue experiment of tanning leather 
with palmetto roots has been success- 
fully tried at Apalachicola, Fla. The 
leather was as soft and pliable as the 
finest calfskin. 

Bricks boiled in coal tar are rendered 
hard and durable, and machine-made 
brick, if boiled for a long period, say 
twenty-four hours, becomes water-proof. 
Bricks thus treated are well adapted for 
sewers, cesspools and the foundationsof 
buildings. . 

HOUSEKEEPERS will appreciate a re- 
cent invention for shelling peas. In 
this machine green peas in the pod may 
be introduced in quantities, and the 
peas are cleaned and expeditiously sep- 
arated from the pods, irrespective of 
size. The machine is provided with a 
means for discharging the pods and the 
shelled peas separately into convenient 
receptacles. ° 

A NEw invention is that of a collapsi- 
ble railway car in which the principle of 
air cushions is applied to prevent dan- 
gerous accidents in case of collisions. 
The car will be in two compartments, 
one larger than the other and empty, so 
that when a collision occurs the smaller 
section will be forced into the larger, 
the air in which will actasa cushion 
and relieve the occupied section of the 
sudden shock. 

E. A. GARLAND, a Wisconsin man, has 
invented a peculiar clock: It consists 
of three egg-shells set on pivots, one to 
denote the hour, one the minutes and 
the other the seconds The shetis ro- 
volve on the pivots without apparent 
mechanism togive them motion. Mr. 
Garland inten@s making one with glass 
balls and hanging an incandescent lamp 
in each ball, so the clock can be maie to 


serve asa lamp as well as a time-piece. 

Ir is very seldom that a request for a 
patent is refused to a Scottish applicant, 
and when it is the reason almost inva- 
riably is that the idea has already been 
patented. One of the earliest Scotch 
inventors in this country was old Hugh 
Orr, a Lochwinnoch man, who had a 
foundry at Bridgewater, Mass., during 
the revolutionary times. He was well 
known in his life-time to Washington 
and the other American leaders, as from 
his foundry came most of their iron and 
brass cannon. Orr invented many agri- 
cultural implements.
